The proposed amendment filed October 2, 2003 will not be entered because the proposed 
amendment raises new issues under 35 USC 1 12/2 nd paragraph. For example, the amendment 
seems to conflict with the recitation of claim 13 in that it is unclear if a denaturing agent is added 
in two different steps, or if it is added only once. Additionally, the proposed amendment to 
claim 1 was not previously presented in it's entirety or with the same scope in any dependent 
claims. Such proposed amendment would require new search and consideration under 35 USC 
102 and 103. The proposed amendments to claims 20-23 and 25 would overcome the specific 
rejections of those claims under 35 USC 1 12/2 nd para, made in the previous office action. The 
specific rejection of claim 29 under 35 USC 1 12/2 nd para maintained in the previous office action 
appears to be in error.
